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PREFACE. 



Henry Gibsone^ was created a notary public by apostolic authority on 19 
June, 1549. On the last day of February, 1563-4, he appeared at Edinburgh, 
in presence of the lords administrators of the act of parliament, 1563 c. 16, 
and having complied with the requirements of that statute, was found duly 
qualified and formally admitted to office. In the act of admission (Appendix 
No. I.) he is designated "Maister Henry Gibsone, notar, duelland within the 
towne of Glasgw, quhair he was borne, of the age of xxix yeiris or 
thairby, unmareit, within the diocesy of Glasgw." It would thus appear that 
on receiving his original appointment Gibsone was only fifteen years of age; 
but his first book does not begin till 1555, by which time he had 
attained majority. 

After practising for some time as a notary Gibsone succeeded William 
Hegait in the town-clerkship of Glasgow about the year 1568. From want of 
council records, which are not preserved previous to January, 1573-4, the 
precise date of his appointment to that office has not been ascertained. On 
1 June, 1574, "Maister Henry Gibsoun" was chosen "commone clerk for 
this yeir" from a leet of four, and similar appointments were made in 
successive years till 1581, when information ceases for a time on account of 
a blank in the records. The making up of a leet, however, seems to have 
been much of a formality, and it is probable that the first recorded 
appointment of 1574 was likewise a re-election. Three of Henry Gibsone's

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protocol books have been preserved. The first two extend from 7 December, 
1555, to 10 August, 1576, and the third begins on 28 April, 1598, and 
ends on 3 February, 1603. Protocols for the intermediate period have 
disappeared. The abstracts contained in the present volume nearly exhaust 
the contents of the first book. 

Written on paper similar to that used by William Hegait, and some of 
the sheets bearing the "hand" water-mark (see vol. iv. p. 26), the shape 
of Gibsone's first volume has, by the doubling of the sheets, been made not 
folio but small quarto. In its old binding the book was provided with a 
parchment cover, consisting of a leaf taken from the Liturgy of the Church 
of Sarum, a form of service adopted at Glasgow in early times. There is 
double-column writing on both sides of the parchment, the directions to the 
officiating priest being in red ink, and some of the initial letters ornamented 
in red and blue. The ^\Titing on the exterior has been much injured 
through exposure, but that on the inner side, embracing the passage from 
Exodus xii. 1-11 in the Good Friday celebration of the Mass, is quite legible. 
A slip of parchment placed along the back of the book contains a fragment 
of musical notation. 

A few pieces of paper pasted together were fastened within the parchment 

cover. One of these pieces is supposed to be a leaf taken from the proceedings 

of the consistory court at Glasgow during the time William Elphinstone, the 

eminent prelate, was official. An abstract of the writing contained on 

that leaf, and also particulars regarding the other MSS., will be found in 

Appendix II.

1 The CiBterdan abbey of Glenluce in Wigtonshire 
waa founded by Roland, lord of Galloway, in the year 
1190. Its chartulary which was used by Thomas Innes 
about 200 years ago has long since disappeared, but the 
abbey's history has been traced from other sources by 
Mr. David Henry in a ooutribution to the fifth volume 
of the "Arohawlogical and Historical Collections relating 
to Ayrshire and Galloway." From the documents there 
printed, to which the protocol in the text may now be 
added, the account given in the "Historical and Genea- 
logical account of the principal families of the name of 
Kennedy" regarding the acquisition by the Earl of 
Cassillis of the abbey lands of Glenluce is shown to have 
had little if any foundation in fact The old story runs 
thus:— "This last Gilbertt was ane particuler manne, 
and ane very greidy manne, and cairit nocht how he gat 
land, sa that he culd cum be the samin, and for that 
cans he enterlt in bloking with ane abbot of Glenluse, 
concerning the Abacie, to talc the samin in few; bot, 
or he gat the samin perfomiit, the abbot deit. And 
than he delt with ane monk of the samin Abacie quha 
culd counterfitt the Abottis hand-writt, and all the haill 
conventtis ; and garthim counterfitt thair subscriptions. 
And quhane he had gottine the samen done, feiring that 
the monk wald reveill it, he causit ane cairill, quhilk 
they callt Carnachaine, to stik (him); and thane, for 
feir that cairll had reveillit, he garit his fader-broder, 



Hew of Bargany (Barquhouny), aocwse this cairll for 
theft, and hang him in Corsragall. And sa the landis of 
Glenluse wes conqueist." (Account, &c., with Notes by 
Robert Pitcaim, 1830, p. 9). 

It appears that Gilbert, third Earl <A Cassillis, was 
concerned in the administration of the abbey lands from 
the year 1613 when he was appointed baron bailie. 
Thomas Hay was chosen abbot in 1560, but che instru- 
ment of institution, dated 29th September of that year, 
narrates that the monastery was then oocupied by the 
servants of John Gordoun, lord of Lochinvar, who 
refused to give entrance, "the religious men having been 
expelled, mass and divine worship interdicted and 
abolished." Gordon's claims were based on a charter 
obtained from the previous abbot in Januaiy, 1567-& 
At this juncture, Gilbert, fourth earl of Cassillis, who 
had succeeded his father in November, 1658, took the 
part of abbot Thomas and his monks, and lodged and 
provided for them at Maybole ; and it was then that the 
arrangement mentioned in the protocol of 24 October* 
1560, was entered into. A few days afterwards (vis., 2 
November) the abbot and convent subscribed a writing 
in which they acknowledged "certain sowmes of mone, 
gratitudis, gud deidis, help, supple and manteinance 
done to and gevyn to ws and our abbey and kirk of 
Glenluce, and for sustenyn of ws and our brether and 
convent, thai beying on force expellit out of thair awn 
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Thomas, abbot of Glenluce, Mr. David Gibsoun, rector of Aire, and Hugh v?Vtoi"S""' 
Kennedy of Balquhennie.
